THE BATTLE AT WILLIAMSBURQ.—Gen. 


Hooker's report of the battle of Williams

They oppose the confiscation of the prop- 


erty of rebels, and are makiug war upon 
tbe president's proclamation, stigmatising 
it aa a violalion of the constitution and the 
rights of the slave stales, although they are 
iu rebellion aud have outlawed themselves 
from all righta as citizens.

ing slavery is the cause of the rebellion,

from Corinth, since the array left in pursuit 
of Price, arc scarce. A sergeant of caval- 
ry arrived from the front this morning, but 
gives little information. 


A correspondent writes me from Corinth: 


"On Sunday morning, at daylight, on the 
Ilatchie, tho scouts of the Tennessee cav- 
alry, commanded by Capt. Ford, of Missou- 
ri, accompanied by the fnh Ohio, 3d Miclii 
gan, 2d Iowa, 7th Illinois, and Tennessee 
Home Guards, started in pursuit of the en- 
emy, who had apparently started for Poca- 
hontas. Coming up with his rear guard at 
1 a. m,, about nine miles from the town, 
skirmishing commenced, and our forces 
continued dogging him until dark. 
Two of 


the enemy's batteries wore unsuccessfully 
charged by our infantry during the after- 
noon. Our troops were again on the march 
at daylight, coming up with Iho enemy 
again ftt 1} «, m., when our advance again 
commenced hamming the onciuy'a rear, 
pressing them BO heavily that Iho teamsters 
were compelled to abandon tho train. 
This was continued nni.il night closed the 
strife. In the meantime when within about 
two miles of Davis' bridge, they wero met 
by Uurlbut, who had a sharp engagement 
with them, turniqg the enemy buck, who 
then took a southerly course, in the direc- 
tion of Ivosautb, where thyy wero again at 
Jacked in front by our forces and turned to- 
wardd Ripley, iu a southwestern direction 
from Koaautb. After crossing the Hatch- 
i»(-nncl «.!. on nlinnt half of '^u llialanrp |f| 
Bipley, McPherson met them in front and 
engaged them promptly. Finding them- 
selves sharply engaged in whichever direc- 
tion they might torn, and constantly sus- 
taining heavy losses in prisoners, they 
found it necessary to abandon all of their 
train. 


What has transpired since then, I have 


been unable to learn. 


The lists of casualties in the'engagement 


of .Friday and Saturday aro slowly coming 
in. We shall be unable to procure full lists 
from any sourco until tho oiljciul report is 
made. The chief surgeon, KCo], Allen, re- 
ports that up to the -lib our loss in killed 
was 200, and wounded 550. The wounda 
were, generally speaking, slight. On the 
other hand, the enemy were, as a general 
thing, seyerejf wounded— being the result 
of grape, can! stev and shell, 
We had, at 


that time, buried 2,000 of tho enemy's dead, 
and had 1,000 cases of which 25 havo died 
to-day in the hospitals.

Tlie Btulgaa nf th» Anti-War Demo- 
crat*. 


That portion of the democratic party in 


this state wtica adopts the Ryan address 
numbers ten where theve is one who is loy- 
ally in favor of the war and of sustaining 
the government.

"On Sunday morning, at daylight, on the 
Hatchie, the scouts of the Tennessee cav 
airy, commanded by Capt. Ford, of Missou- 
ri, accompanied by the 5th Ohio, 3d Michi 
gan, 2d Iowa, 7th Illinois, and Tennessee 
Home Guards, started in pursuit of the en- 
emy, who had apparently started for Poca- 
hontas. Coming up with his rear guard at 
1 a. m,, about nine miles from the town, 
skirmishing commenced, and our forces 
continued dogging him until dark. Two of 
the enemy's batteries were unsuccessfully 
charged by our infantry during the after- 
noon. Our troops were again on the march 
at daylight, coming up with the enemy 
again ftt 1} a, m., wjjsn our advance again 
commenced harrassing the enemy's rear, 
pressing them so heavily Ihat the teamsters 
were compelled to abandon the train. 
This was continued nniil night closed the 
strife. 
In the meantime when within about 


two miles of Davis' bridge, they were met 
by Hqrlbut, who had a sharp engagement 
with them, turnipg the enemy back, who 
then took a soutbetly course, jp the direc- 
tion of Kossutb, where th»y were again at 
jacked in front by our forces and tqr.ned to- 
wards Ripley, in a southwestern direction 
from Kossnth.

FORTRESS MOXBOE, Oct. C. 


The latest intelligence from Richmond, 


>ot by the papo™ I* Slo of which 1 sent 
yesterday,) but through private and trust- 
worthy sources, leaves no doubt that the 
rebel authorities are in a state of great un- 
easiness on account of the situation of af- 
fairs in Upper Virginia. It is generally 
conceded that Lee's campaign of invasion, 
on which he entered in opposition to the 
views of Davis, but in conformity with the 
demands of those who were not content 
with the defensive policy to which he stands 
committed, is regarded as having resulted 
practically in a failure.

TORNADO.—Our citizens will remember 


the sudden and eevera gnlo of wind which 
passed over this city last week Friday night, 
and which took n southerly direction. The 
Beloit Journal gavo the following account 
of its passage over that city: 


On Friday night last occurred tho most 


terrible storm of tie season. All day the 
atmosphere was of a peculiar character, be- 
tokening something unusual, and as night 
approached the whale horizon was constant- 
ly illuminated with vivid Hashes of lightning. 
At about 10 o'clock, the wind, which had 
been rising, suddenly increased to a hurri- 
cane, accompanied with rain, and during its 
continuance, & whirlwind passed over the 
northwestern part of tho city, unroofing 
buildings, twisting oft' trees, tearing down 
fences, &c. Ita first eflVcts are visiblo nt 
the house of Mr. Jackson, one railu west of 
the bridge. The building was of atone, and 
when the tornado Htruck it, the roof was 
lifted bodily into t'lo air and scattered on 
the ground, and one end of tho wall thrown 
down. 
Tho family escaped with but alight 


injury.

TORSADO.—Onr citizens will remember 


the sudden and severe gnle of wind which 
passed over this city last week Friday night, 
and which took EI southerly direction. Tha 
Beloit Journal gavj the following account 
of its passage over that city: 


On Friday night last occurred the most 


terrible storm of tl.e season. 
All day the 


atmosphere was of a peculiar character, be- 
tokening somethin;; unusual, and as night 
approached the whole horizon was constant- 
ly illurninased with vivid flashes of lightning.
